Gives Opinion That It Is 
Award For a Service 
to State.

Rulings and decisions of 
the 
sn- j 
preme court 
upholding this opinion 
were cited by 
Woodruff in advising 
Auditor General Lewis that he may 
settle claims tiled against the m others’ 
assistance 
appropriation 
without 
liability 
until 
restrained 
by 
court 
order. 
The opinion was asked by Lewis in 
view of the decision of the state su- j 
preme court lart January, rendering 
unconstitutional old ago assistance in 
Pennsylvania, because of the provi­ 
sion of the 
constitution, prohibiting 
appropriations for charitable, educa­ 
tional or lienevolent purposes. 
At the time of the decision the re­ 
tirement acts as well as the m others’ 
assistance act were regarded as en­ 
dangered because it was feared they 
would fall within the- prohibited fea­ 
tures. 
The court defended the retire­ 
ment system as equitable because it 
remained a compensation act for serv­ 
ices rendered. 
Woodruff declared that mothers re­ 
ceive this aid to serve the state in car- 1 
ing for and rearing children, "regard­ 
ed universally by economists as one of 
the tangible assets of the state.” 
"Surely, 
our 
commonwealth could 
not exist except through the produc­ 
tion and rearing of healthy children,” 
the attorney general stated. 
"It is certainly far from a quibble, 
therefore, to urge that the appropria­ 
tion of the money for mothers’ a ssist­ 
ance is not forf charitable or benevo­ 
lent purposes, but, as 
the 
supreme 
court hints with regard to m others’ 
assistance and says with regard to the 
retirement acts in general, a compen­ 
sation for services actually given in a 
particular and peculiar form of help­ 
fulness.” 


HEALTH 
TALK 


The health talk of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health is prepared this 
week by Dr. J. Bruce McCleary, di­ 
rector, Bureau of Child Health. 
Doc­ 
tor McCreary says: 
"The five essentials of health are: 
Fresh air, pure water, good food, ade­ 
quate shelter and sufficient sunlight, j 
"Many children suffer from malnu­ 
trition because of the lack of some one 
or all of these factors which make for 
normal growth and health. 
“Fresh air does not necessarily mean 
cold air. 
Not only homes and sleep­ 
ing rooms, but school rooms as well, 
should be properly ventilated. 
An 
abundant supply of outside air, heated 
in winter, should he supplied. 
Avoid 
drafts. 
“Pure water in every community 
should be the first aim of all local 
health officials. Not only should drink­ 
ing water he supplied at all seasons, 
hut provisions should be made for 
bath and laundry water free from pol-: 
lution. 
Drink much. 
Bathe often. 
"Good food means proper food, well 
balanced rations. 
Malnutrition does 
not always mean under-feeding. 
A 
small quantity of 
properly selected I 
food will maintain health and increase 
growth better than a large portion 
eaten to please the palate. 
Fat sanely. 
Balance your diet. 
"Adequate shelter means homes pro­ 
tected from the elem ents, good school 


! houses where children spend a large 
part of their waking hours. 
It also 
means seasonable clothing, light and 
airy in summer; in 
winter 
outside 
clothing, that may he removed when 
in heated buildings. 
Dress for com­ 
fort, not for appearance, 
"Sufficient sunlight, without the sun, 
plants fade, animals weaken, children 
die. 
Sunshine destroys germs, cures 
i infection, advances growth in every 
t form of vegetable and 
animal 
life. 
Play and work in the sunshine. 
in the shade.”
